Lt William Skinner, 36, was 
shot in the head as he and other 
officers approached the temporary 
headquarters of the group to check 
on. 8 report that 8 young black 
fugitive was hiding out there. A 
fellow policeman and an FBi 
agent also were shot, but neither 
was wounded seriously. 

None of the blacks in the house 
was wounded in the 20-minute ex- 
change of gunfire. The seven, five 
men and two young women, gave 
themselves up after officers threw 
tear gas into the headquarters 
house. 


The president of the RNA, Ri- 
chard Henry, 42, of Detroit, and 
three other blacks were arresied at 
another hous: a few blocks away. 
Authorities said Henry, who goes 
by the name of Imari Obadele, and 
his three companions were charged 
with possession of a stolen gun. 
The other seven, ranging in 
from 19 to 26, were held without 
bond on charges of assault and 
battery with intent to kill. 

Districé Attorney Jack Travis 
said they would be charged with 
murder if any of the three officera 
died. 

The “Republic of New Africa” 
has been the centre of controversy 
since it moved into Mississippi last 
spring and announced it had ac- 
quired a 20-acre site near- here for 
the “capital” of its black nation, 
which it expected to set up in five 
Deep South states.

Sir, — In the course of my work 
a2 counsellor to new settlers from 
the U.S. on tax matters, social se- 
curity and other pension benefits, 
I find that many persons are pay- 
ing Medicare Insurante Premiums 
while actually not receiving any 
Genefit from this coverage. While 
it is true that notices are perlodi- 
cally published on this subject, new 
immigrants are not aware of this 
and they continue paying umneces- 
sary premiums for many months. 

Medicare provides insurance be- 
nefits only to persons living within 
the borders of the U.S. New settlers 
in Israel must terminate this cover- 
age while in Israel. They have the 
right to reinstate Medicare if they 
return to the U.S. In this way they 
will avoid paying unnecessary pre- 
miums. Many persons are also not 
aware that Medicare Insurance pre- 
miums are often automatically de- 
ducted from their monthiy Social 
Security checks.

NEW YORK. --- The stock market 
was off over five points yesterday 
in the slowest trading since Mon- 
day.
